Audiology Dept. helps Nigerian clinic 


An article in the Winter 88-89 issue 
_of Gallaudet Today magazine about the 
efforts of a Gallaudet audiology gradu- 
ate to start a school and clinic in her 

native Nigeria, despite the Nigerian 
government’s lack of support, has 
prompted the University’s Audiology 
Department to contribute used equip- 
ment to the fledgling facility. 

The effort to bolster the work of the 
Sabol Education, Audiology, and 
Research Centre of Ibadan, Nigeria, 
began after Gallaudet audiologist Bob 
Windham read the article “Toppling 
Barriers” by Nancy Moore, editor of 
Gallaudet Today, and secured the Au- 
diology Department’s permission to 
donate its unused equipment. 

The Sabol Centre was started in 
1986 by Funke Sabageh, who received 
her master’s degree at Gallaudet in 
1982, and her husband, Joseph, to 
help meet the needs of a country 
where only 10 percent of its estimated 
one million deaf and 10 million hard of 
hearing people receive rehabilitative 
services or education. 

Sabageh and a board of advisers 
started the center in a rented house 
with the help of a bank loan. They ac- 
quired one audiometer and a few loan- 
er hearing aids which the children can 
wear at school but are not allowed to 
take home. A pediatrician and an 
otolaryngologist volunteer their services 
on a monthly basis. 

Windham said that the donated 
equipment, valued at about $50,000 
when it was purchased 7 to 10 years 
ago, will enable Sabol to be “a fully 
operational audiology clinic where they 
can identify and diagnose hearing 
problems and test hearing aids.” 

The donated equipment includes a 
clinical audiometer, a device that tests 
the function of the middle ear, four 
pieces of equipment that analyze the 
functions of hearing aids, and two loud- 


speakers used with testing hearing aids 
for infants and small children. 

Another piece of equipment that 
measures balance and dizziness 
problems was given to Sabol this sum- 
mer by Laura Proger, a Gallaudet audi- 
ology graduate who is working for an 
ear, nose, and throat specialist in 
Washington, D.C. Sabageh will take 
this piece back to the clinic next sum- 
mer after she attends a course to learn 
how to operate it. 

Hearing aids are still sparse at the 
clinic, Windham said. The Audiology 
Department has a number of donated 
hearing aids that are in need of repair, 
and Windham said that he plans to 
have them fixed and give them to the 
clinic. 

Sabageh came to Gallaudet early this 
month to take back ‘some of the equip- 
ment with her on the plane. The loud- 
speakers and a hearing aid test 
chamber are too large for her to take 
back and have to be shipped 
separately. 


D.C. theater group

The Kinesis Collaborative, a 
Washington, D.C., theater group, will 
perform “Radishes and Flowers: A 
Wallace Stevens Feast,” featuring 
actress-dancer Mary-Averett Seelye, in 
Elstad Auditorium on Sept. 16 at 8 
p.m. 

This original piece, which premiered 
at the Library of Congress in May, con- 
sists of nine poems by the contem- 
porary American poet Wallace Stevens 
that reflect his familiar themes: man’s 
relationship to reality and nature, sexu- 
ality, spirituality, and the human 
psyche.

New academic year begins soon; 


650 new students 


Gallaudet University’s brief summer 
respite between The Deaf Way Confer- 
ence and Festival and the new aca- 
demic year ended abruptly as new 
students arrived at both campuses earli- 
er this month for new student orienta- 
tion programs. 

According to estimates made by the 
University’s Office of Enrollment Serv- 
ices, about 650 new students will begin 
classes on Sept. 1 at both Gallaudet 
University and the School of Preparato- 
ry Studies (SPS). They include 285 
freshmen, 105 graduate students, and 
five doctoral students on Kendall 
Green; and 239 new preparatory stu- 
dents and seven students in the Associ- 
ate of Applied Sciences program at the 
Northwest Campus. 

In addition, about 12 students have 
come from Sweden, Finland, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan, and other countries for 
the SPS English Language Institute, 
said Michael Wallace, director of Stu- 
dent Life and Housing at SPS and 
coordinator of its New Student Orienta- 
tion (NSO) program. 

Among the 524 preparatory and 
freshman students, 109 transferred 
from other colleges and universities. 

Enrollment officials stress that these 
figures are preliminary and that final 
tallies will not be made until the end of 
September. 

NSO programs on both Kendall 
Green and at the Northwest Campus, 
which continue through Aug. 31, aim 
to help students adjust to Gallaudet 
University, the surrounding city, and 
college life. 

Both programs include a parent 
orientation, academic tests to determine 
class levels for English and math, aca- 
demic advising sessions, and registra- 
tion. NSO also features sessions on 
dormitory policies, judicial systems,

health information, Gallaudet history, 
and social and athletic activities. 

This year, the University has extend- 
ed its parent orientation to a full day so 
it can better answer parents’ questions 
and acquaint family members with pro- 
grams and services for both students 
and their families. 

For the first time, Gallaudet is also 
featuring a “Never-Too-Late Club” to help 
students who are 25 years or older 
become comfortable in a college environ- 
ment. “If you’re 40 and going to class- 
es with 18- and 20-year-olds, what do 
you do? How do you survive that?” 
said Norma Buemi, coordinator of 
Paraprofessional and Orientation Pro- 
grams for Student Affairs. The “Never- 
Too-Late Club” should help, she said. 

Other new items in the Kendall 
Green NSO schedule include an in- 
troduction to Gallaudet’s computer sys- 
tems, a film and discussion on dating, 
a presentation on AIDS, and a mock 
student court. 

The orientation at the Northwest 
Campus includes speakers from outside 
organizations such as the Whitman 
Walker Clinic at a comprehensive 
health workshop instituted at last fall’s 
NSO. The workshop addresses ques- 
tions about dating, relationships, and 
basic health issues and uses skits and 
role playing to increase students’ 
awareness of date rape and sexual 
harassment. 

NSO has been improving and run- 
ning more smoothly every year, said 
Wallace. “I’ve gotten feedback from 
several parents that they appreciate be- 
ing here and that they feel a warmth 
among the staff toward the students 
and their families,” he said. “I can see 
that the students are excited to be 
here, and they’re looking forward to 
being together as a group.”

Fall workshops offered for staff 


Gallaudet staff members who want to 
enhance their work-related skills, in 
areas ranging from preparing MBOs to 
communicating on the telephone to 
dealing with difficult people, can take 
advantage of a variety of new staff de- 
velopment workshops being offered this 
fall. 

The workshops, planned by Coordi- 
nator of Employee Development and 
Relations Kayt Lewis, have been devel- 
oped with three groups in mind: office 
support staff, managers and supervi- 
sors, and campus-wide staff. 

The first workshop, “Preparing Your 
MBO Plan,” will be offered Sept. 14 
from 1 to 4 p.m. and will be conduct- 
ed by Denise Sullivan, Gallaudet’s 
director of Human Resources. It is the 
only half-day workshop offered; all others 
will run from 9 a.m. until 4 p.m. 

“Presentation Skills’ and “Assertive- 
ness Training for Supervisors and 
Managers” will each be held over two 
continuous days.
